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PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S PROCLAMATION. 


Tue Australasian, from New York on the 24th ult., which 
arrived at Queenstown early on Sunday morning last, brought 
over copies of a document which has excited the liveliest interest 
on this side of the Atlantic. Itisa proclamation of Mr, President 
Lincoln declaring all persons held as slaves within any 
State, or any designated part of a State, which shall be in 
rebellion against the United States on the Ist of January, 1863, 
“ thenceforward and for ever free.”” On that day the Executive 
“ will designate the States, and parts of States, if any, in which

the people thereof respectively shall then be in rebellion 
agaiust the United States,” the fact of any State, or its people, 
being at that day represented in Congress by members legally 
chosen to be deemed, “in the absence of strong counter- 
vailing testimony,” conclusive of its loyalty. The tone of this 
proclamation, the circumstances under which it was issued, the 
conditions upon which it is to take effect, and the party views 
which it is understood to represent, compel us to regard this 
instrument as having been rather forged for war purposes than 
fashioned as a basis of national policy—as a weapon against 
the foes of the United States’ Government, rather than as a

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frank but tardy exposition of what is just between man and 
man, 

We deeply regret being obliged to consider the Presidential 
proclamation in this light. The question of slavery is one in 
which we have taken so deep an interest, on account of the 
moral considerations it involves, that we should have preferred 
a solution of it by those moral forces which take their rise in 
the conscience of the people. Emancipation is, in our view, too 
sacred a thing—too closely associated with immutable justice 
and with goodwill to all men—to be hurled as a thunderbolt. of 
war against a population in arms, Had the Northern States, 
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at the outset of what they naturally regarded as rebellion in the 
South, seized the occasion for declaring that in no possible issue 
of events could they allow themselves to be again entangled in 
a system condemned alike by man and by God—had they 
publicly recognised, as they might well have done, Secession as 
the inevitable retribution of their own complicity in a system 
which their consciences denounced as evil, and, on that recog- 
nition, washed their hands of all future participation in this 
great national crime—had they, by any word or deed bearing 
upon it the stamp of authority, done homage, even by a late and 
enforced repentance, to the essential Christian truths and prin- 
ciples upon which slavery had ruthlessly trampled, and not 
without their consent; and had they, in distinct deference to 
the claims of morality and religion, inscribed upon their banners 
a motto to the effect that the soil of the United States should 
thenceforward be consecrated to freedom alone, the whole world 
would have sympathised with, even if it could not have 
approved, their efforts to recover deminion over the seceded 
half of the empire. It is clear, however, that the commercial 
profits of Southern slavery were far too highly appreciated by 
the North to admit of its offering them up upon the altar of 
justice at the behest of conscience, The President's pro- 
clamation, interpreted as an expression of the national will, is 
a sacrifice (if sacrifice that may be called in which the thing 
given up is already beyond reach) to political passion rather 
than to reason and religion ; and, whatever may be its ultimate 
effect, we can only welcome it for what it is, not for the spirit 
and temper of which it is the symbol. 

Considered as a politico-strategical movement the pro- 
clamation will scarcely, we imagine, be found to answer the 
purpese which it was issued to effect, That it will not be 
operative beyond the frontier which may be held by the 
Federal armies on the Ist of January, 1863, is rendered more 
than probable by the significant teaching of almost all the facts 
that have any bearing on the case. Explain the matter as we 
will, whether as the result of the brutal ignorance in which they 


have been kept, the terrorism exercised over them, or the de- | 


pravation of spirit which slavery, as a social system, necessarily 


produces, it has been demonstrated that hitherto the slaves , 


themselves have not displayed the eagerness which might have 


been anticipated to rush towards the few doors which the | 
army orders of some commanders, or the fortune of war in 


some localities, have opened for their escape. We fear that so 
long as a powerful Confederate army is afoot the document 
will be a dead letter in the Southern States, serving no 
purpose but that of confirming the resolution of the white 
population to listen to no terms short of final separation 
from the Union, It will be interpreted as a threat, and a 
threat is always impolitic unless when there exists behind 
it adequate force to carry it into execution. It is more likely 
to be réad by the South as a signal of Federal weakness than 
as a warning of coming judgment; and we are by no means 
sure that it will not do more to help Jefferson Davis than 
Abraham Lincoln. . It will certainly unite all parties in the 
South, and infuse new vigour into their determination to be 
independent, and probably without rousing any proportionate 
enthusiasm in the North. There, instead of binding all classes 
more closely together and arming the Government with 
increased moral authority, it seems better fitted to widen the 
breach between the Republicans and the Democrats, and to 
stimulate the desire of the mercantile and moneyed magnates 
to close the contest as speedily as possible. Since the step has 
been taken, and cannot be retraced, we should be glad to 
discover in it some promise of success, We own, however, to 
a fear lest the Presidential proclamation, besides marring, to 
some extent, the moral aspects of emancipation, will entail 
upon it the imputation—the heaviest which in these utilitarian 
days can be fastened upon it—of being responsible for a great 
practical failure. 

The foregoing considerations would have had some weight 
with us even if the declaration of Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation 
had been er ced in due form by Congress, As an embodiment 
of the supreme legislative authority of the Union it would 
have been open to cavil as a violation of fundamental con- 
stitutional law. But as a mere decree of the Executive it 
can have no permanent validity, and there are, doubtless, 
hundreds of thousands of intelligent Americans who, earnestly 
as they may approve the object sought to be realised, will dis- 
cern in the means resorted to for attaining it a frightful 
danger to free institutions, The man who thus assumes to set 
aside for ever one of the bases of. the Federal Constitution 


may hereafter, upon equally urgent pretexts, bring the same | 


despotism to bear upon all, He becomes, thenceforth, an auto- 
crat, not merely in the direction of the war but in the deter- 
mination of future national policy. The personal freedom of 


blacks may thus become the occasion of political slavery to the | 
whites, and the stain of one crime be blotted out by the deeper | 


dye of another. We do not ourselves augur ill of the political 
future of the North—we have little fear that twenty millions 
of Anglo-Saxons, long accustomed to self-government, will 
submit their interests to the management of irresponsible power 
one moment beyond the felt necessity of the crisis ; but just 
in proportion to our confidence that when this civil war is at 
an end the people will resume their authority is our convic- 
tion that the proclamation can be regarded only as a brutum 
fulmen, which will be set aside as of no effect when matters 
return to their ordinary channels. 

The sole practical advantage of Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation, 
as it seems to us, will be realised in its sweeping Federal com- 
plicity with slavery out of the political creed of the North, We 
conceive that it must have this effect, The whole question has 
been placed in a position, as it regards the Federal States, from 
which there can be no return, It resembles the free-trade 
movement in this country after the announcement by Sir 
Robert Peel of his conversion to its doctrines, No party in the 
States will henceforth be strong enough to occupy the platform 


of “The Union as it was and the Constitution as itis.” The 
decision of the President, devoid of legal authority though it 
may be, will so entirely undermine the whole region of com- 
promise that hereafter there can be no secure political 
footing upon it. Coupled with the Act of Congress which last 
Session enfranchised the district of Columbia, it assures us of the 
moral certainty that there can be no resumption of partnership 
between the North and the South in the business, profits, and 
interests of negro slavery. All Europe has long foreseén the 
improbability of a reconstruction of the Union. It is reviving 
to be certified, as we now are, that, should the Border States 
remain with the Northern section, they can only do so by 
purging themselves of the crime which they have not yet 
renounced, and that, if they should eventually fall to the 
South, they could not maintain the accursed system even if 
they would. After what has happened no room is left fora 
Fugitive Slave Law between North and South; and Virginia, 
Maryland, Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee will find it more 
troublesome and expensive to uphold the “ domestic institution ” 
along the frontier of a free, independent Power than to accept 
compensation for the “chattels” they may surrender and to 
work out emancipation in their own way and time. The 
President's proclamation will, no doubt, help to convince them 
that the status quo of American slavery is hopeless and for 
ever gone, 

Subject, then, to the rather large deductions we have felt 
ourselyes compelled to make, we still regard the political 
document upon which we have animadverted as one of the 
highest importance, That it will help in any material degree 
to retrieve the misfortunes of the Union we strongly doubt ; 
that it exhibits the political sentiment of the North in a light 
likely to do credit to themselves, or to impart to the policy of 
emancipation the moral grandeur which fairly belongs to it, 
we are sorry to find ourselves precluded from asserting ; but 
that it heralds the approaching doom of slavery, and denotes 
the impracticability of suspending that doom by temporising 
expedients, we look upon as demonstrable. We should have 
been glad to mingle with our joy at the inevitable extinction of 
the “domestic institution” admiration of the motives and 
the means by which its guilty days have been numbered. But, 
even from the hands of & grudging necessity, Europe will 
accept the issue with gratitude ; and there will be a thrill of 
pleasure amongst the civilised nations of the earth that a great 
people (which the Northern section of the Union must ever 
remain) have at length removed from their political programme 
that fruitful source of national demoralisation—connivance 
with slavery.

THE Queen of Portugal has pardoned the liberator of Italy. 
In accordance with the prayer of the young bride who has 
just met her husband at Lisbon, her Royal father has issued an 
amnesty to all who took part in the recent disturbances— 
deserters excepted—and so the knot is cut. The drama had 








become somewhat complex, and there was a difficulty in 
bringing it to a conclusion in an artistic way, certain per- 
sonages having assumed an awkward prominence, and so the 
pantomime plan is adopted—the scene suddenly opens, there is 
a beautiful view of the Tagus, and the good fairy Princes, 
Maria Pia, pronounces the words that make all happy. Th> 
arrangement may be a little deficient in dignity, and a hero 
should hardly be led out of gaol by a bride-favour tied to his 
button ; but the termination of the affair is happy, and s> 
let the curtain fall, Garibaldi has to be cured, and then 
to be removed, we hope to England, Meantime, the eternal 
M. Mazzini comes forward to signify his intense dissatisfaction 
with the state of things in general, and to say—what certainly 
Garibaldi will not say—namely, that the idea of Monarchy 
in Italy must be repudiated by all who desire to see her free. 
The answer to his two columns of malevolence is in the fact 
that the name of the King of Italy had power to prevent the 
people from rising at the call even of the beloved Garibaldi, 
The influence of Italian disturbances has been felt even in 
England, and two battles have been fought in Hyde Park 
between Garibaldian sympathisers and Papal obstructionists, 
and a good many heads have been broken. The immediate 
object of neither party will be gained, but London will be a 
gainer, as we hope that such scenes will cause a suppression of 
all demonstrations, of every kind, in places intended for the 
peaceful recreation of the inhabitants. Garibaldi will, there- 
fore, be the liberator of our parks, and we shall rejoice to see 
him inspecting the scenes he has benefited, Some citizens of 
London, at the eleventh hour, have recollected that they might 
as well show some sympathy with Garibaldi, but the Lord 
Mayor thinks that they are rather late with their homage. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Newcastle, where he created a 
“ sensation” by saying that no doubt Jefferson Davis had made 
a nation of the South, is one of the Ministerial events of the 
week, Having treated American topics elsewhere, we may 
turn to the other event. No less a person than the Lord 
President of the Council lias hurried into print in his capacity 
of commissioner of the International Exhibition, Lord 
Granville, in reference to the Cadogan scandal, has not more 
knowledge than he can help of the facts of the case, but 
is eager to assure the world that the commissioners, in 
electing to accept M. Veillard, had no idea of pleasing 
Mr. Cadogan, but accepted the Frenchman for 
reasons, which will be duly analysed by those who have 
interested themselves in the affair. That a Cabinet 
Minister should address the press on such a topic is warrant 
for noticing his letter ; but we apprehend that the public has 
made up its mind, and a good many more letters will fail to 
convince the majority of people that the Hon, Mr, Cadogan 
had not more influence with the commissioners than any 
Mr. Brown or Mr. Jones whom M. Veillard might have engaged 
as agent, and that such influence was not duly considered in 
the arrangement of the enormous pay secured to Mr. Cadogan. 
There was nothing dishonest in a legal or mercantile sense, and 
had M. Veillard prospered we should have heard nothing of the 
matter ; but it is wrong in England to be unsuccessful. 

Science has been “starring it” at Cambridge, under the 
presidency of Professor Willis,and a great number of inter- 
esting discussions have taken place, from debates upon the 
question “ What is man?” to the question whether it would 
not have been better for Mr. Cobden to have been educated at 
college? On the first point Professors Owen and Huxley did 
battle, the former upholding the dignity of his race, and con- 
cluding that man ought not to be considered as a kind of 
monkey, but should be put into a kingdom of his own, and the 
latter representing that man is a monkey, and can only elovate 
himself by his superiority in intellect and virtue. A third 
philosopher came in to improve the occasion by showing that if 
man were a monkey at all he was not one of a high class, but 
about midway in the table of simious precedence. Then there 
were autographs of the sun exhibited, and there was an 
interesting exposition of the internal politics of Japan, where 
it is clear that the natives have no faith in the disinterested- 
ness of missionaries of civilisation, armed or civil, and where 
a certain “feudal system” must be “pushed out of the way,” 
if the Japanese are to enjoy the advantages of intercourse with 
Europe. Furthermore, we had statistics, some of a sanitary 
kind, which showed that Manchester, with all its pretensions to 
lead the van of human progress, and so forth, is the worst.of 
all our cities, save Liverpool, as regards “ the death-rate,” which 
is 30 in 1000, and ought to be 17; and, lastly, Colonel Sykes 
expressed his belief that, though Mr. Glaisher and Mr, Coxwell 
were nearly killed by going up into the cold at six miles from 
the earth, they were chilly folks, and people of more endurance 
ought to go a mile and a half higher, It is possible that the 
House of Commons might not be found very reluctant to grant 
the honourable member for Aberdeen leave to try the experiment 
he suggests, The association is to go to Newcastle next year. 

Sir George Grey has reprieved Jessie M‘Lachlan, convicted of 
the Glasgow murder, until the lst of November, in order that 
a more complete investigation may be made into the case. 
Some of the Scottish papers regard this delay as equivalent to a 
reversion of the sentence, but it would be in the highest degree 
impolitic in a Minister to encourage the belief that inquiry 
meant predetermination, There are, no doubt, very strong 
grounds for a re-examination of the evidence, and alo for pro- 
curing any new evidence which an objectionable feature in the 
Scottish system shuts out; but, should the judgment of the 
jury be confirmed, no regard should be paid to the frantic 
manifestations which have been made in certain quarters, 
manifestations which almost amount to menaces. We cannot 
have Porteous law revived, In the equally strange case of the 
female poisoner Wilson, convicted after so many years from 
the commission of the crime for which she will suffer, the law 
will take its course, as the observations of the Judge ih passing 
sentence made it clear would be the result of the verdict,

TERE must have been some alarm, and that not wholly groundless, 
in the minds of that naturally sensitive class of persons cngoden 
with the International Exhibition who are known by the name of 
guarantors. The fact is that in the week en oe ae 4 the falling 
off in the attendance became painfully evident, and, as it did not come 
with a special abruptness, but was a ene eal to a gradual decline 
in the numbers in the a week, the fall was like that oi a 
barometer which is slowly passing from fair to stormy, gradual but 
steady. It was sought to account for this declension by the fact that 
with the first week in October provincial travel ceases, while that large 
portion of the population of London which seeks autumnal recreation 
elsewhere has not yet returned into winter quarters. There seems to 
be some foundation for such a conjecture, as in the present week there 
has been a palpable increase in the attendance of in the 
building.

SCIENCE. 
TuE thirty-second annual meeting of the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Sci , Which d on the Ist inst., was brought to a close on 
Wednesday last. Although this was the third visit of the association to the 
University of Cambridge, no one who was present on this latter occasion has 
ventured to gainsay the wisdom of the choice of that famous seat of learning 
for the assembling of a society the object of which is the promotioa of know- 
ledge, and which, with a view to show its progress in the design which 
it professes to have in hand, has caused to be established annually in some 
notable town of the United Kingdom a kind of scientific and intel- 
lectual clearing-house, where there is a large exchange of paper which 
may be designated mental cheques drawn by individuals eminent in 
science and literature. In every sense except, perhaps, that of the number 
of visitors, the present mecting has been a successful one. That it was 
eminently pleasant and agreeable to all those who took part in it, either as 
actors or spectators, there can be no manner of doubt. If any one found at 
any time the sections too crowded, or the ‘papers dull, and the subsequent 
discussions without animation, he had only to betake himself to the delightful 
task ,of lounging through the magnificent halls, chapels, and libraries 
of the college, the public buildings, museums, and libraries of the University ; 
or, when this had been duly accomplished, he might literally disport himself 
in that series of charming gardens, grounds, and long avenues of stately trees 
which fringe the banks of the Cam from Queen’s College, including King’s, 
with its magnificent chapel ; the more modest but still-uniform and self-con- 
tained, and elegant quadrangular edifice which forms Clare College; passing 
through the wide demesne of Trinity and terminating with the beautiful grounds 
of St. John’s, on which the fine new Gothic buildings abut; or else he might 
stanfi on any of the bridges which span the river and connect the grounds of the 
several colleges on each side of it, and he would behold a scene which for a mix- 
ture of architectural grandeur and arboricultural and horticultural beauty is 
surpassed by none; we doubtif it is equalled by any place in the world. Then 
it may be observed, that a considerable number of the distinguished professors 
aud men eminent for learning and research in the University are members of 
the British Association ; anc on this ion the Presid (Professor Willis), 
who is always chosen from the body itself, is a man of mark in Cambridge ; 
while the local secretaries, treasurer, and other officers who performed 
temporary duties, not a little onerous, during the stay of the aaso- 
ciation in the town, were professors of different sciences in the Uni- 
versity, and distinguished amongst their fellows for their abilities and 
acquirements and for the intellectual rank which they hold in the seat of 
learning to which they belong. In the next place, the needs of a body like the 
British Association, when it meets in a town, are large and not easily satisfied. 
It requires numerous rooms, with accommodation for the gathering of numbers 
of persons in the different sections, and it is indispensable that it should be 
supplied with one large hall in which its general meetings and soirées may be 
held. In this respect Cambridge is admirably adapted to meet its require- 
ments, and both the Corporation of the town and the University 
were most liberal in their supply of the 'Y accom The 
Guildhall, which is a commodious building, containing a spacious and really 
very handsome music er assembly room, and numerous conuncil-chambers and 











committee-rooms, was placed entirely at the disposal of the association, te 
the great promotion of the comfort of its executive and members, and to ‘the 
manifest promotion of one of the objects of the institation—that of bringing 
together in social intercourse, after ihe subdivisional busineas of the day was 
concluded, its members and visitors at meetings and scirées. The University, 
with equal liberality, gave up, at some inconvenience and to the postponement 
of some of its public business which ought to have been transacted 
therein, the superb Senate House, and as many of the lecturo-rooms 
in the schools as were needed, while its museums and library were 
rendered accessible to all who chose to visit them. The colleges, 
not behindhand, threw open their halls and lecture-rooms to the use 
of such sections as required them, and, in most cases, the adjournment of 
the sections in the halls after the business of the day was followed by pre- 
parations for banquets given by the Masters and Fellows to members of the 
association, their friends, and the visiters generally, on a scale of characteristic 
splendour. Last, and by no means least, the weather, with the exception of 
one single day, when there was some rain and the wind tended rather 
towards the height of stormy, was magnificent. Bright sunshine, and soft, 
warm temperature, just removed from oppressive heat, prevailed, and thore 
seemed as if that beautiful season which in North America is called 
the Indian summer had been transplanted to Cambridge for this special 
occasion. One of the ordinary elements of snocess, at which the British 
Association generally looks, was certainly deficient—the number of members 
and of visitors, though to the uninitiated eye presenting a goodly show, was 
stated by the Officials of the society to be unusually small; in fact, sinking 
almost to the level of disappointment. Several prominent members of the 
, who are generally present at the annual meeting, were absent on 
this occasion ; and the number of foreigners remarkable in the scientific world 
was unusually limited. This, however, is very easily accounted for. After 
Cambridge was chosen as the place of meeting it was found that if the association 
met as usual in the month of August they would arrive in that place at a time 
when, owing to its being the middle of the long vacation, the University would 
be a ‘decert ; all the dignitaries and ry and, of course, all the undor. 
uates being absent. By fixing the Ist of October as the date of the meet- 
ing, it brought it co near the commencement of the U niversity term, that most 
of the masters of colleges, professors, and fellows would be in resideaco—it 
need not be said a maniiest advantage, if not an indispensable element, of the 
success of the mecting. The lateness of the year, however, operatsd in pre- 
venting many foreigners from coming over to this country, and in several 
instances it was not coeval with the return of distinguished members of the 
institution from their Continental tours. But, on the whole, as we have alraady 
endeavoured to indicate, the meeting was successful, while it was agreeable te 
all who were concerned in it in any capacity.

INAUGURATION OF THE STATUE TO THE LATE 
HERBERT INGRAM, M.P. 


Mownpay, the 6th of October, 1862, will be for ever a memorable day 
in the annals of Boston. ‘he quaint old Lincolnshire town has 
already filled a sufficiently prominent part in English history. The 
citizen of the stately capital of Massachusetts still remembers with 
pride ard pleasure the antique place on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and to which the second city in America owes its name. Old Englan 

and New England, widely and sadly as their interests and feelings 
have diverged in other matters, have yet a bond of union in the two 
Bostons ; end it is gratifying to bear in mind tho existence of a 
reciprocal courteous and kindly sentiment between Lincolnshire and 
Mastachusetts which neither time, nor distance, nor political ani- 
mcsities have been able to subdue. But our business is not with the 
Boston of the past, with the Wars of the Roses or the voyage of the 
Mayflower, with the Pilgrim Fathers or their landing at Plymouth 
Rock, which somebody has called the ‘‘ Blarney stone’’ of America, 
but with the Boston of the present—the goodly English borough 
~whose medieval beauties harmonise so well with modern restorations 
and improvements—the old-fashioned seaport town, whose bustling 
streets still show signs of the energy and enterprise of the indomitable 
English character—the Boston, in fact, which owes so much to the 
benevolence and sagacity of her late lamented representative in Par- 
liament, which mourned his loss with such sincere and bitter sorrow, 
and which on Monday last poured forth her population, suspended 
business, gathered, as it were, like one man, er the shadow of her 
fine old church, to do honour to the memory of Herbert Ingram. 
Most suggestive and most impressive was indeed the contrast between 
the proceedings of the 6th of October and the sad ceremonial which, 
two years since, took place in the cemetery of Boston. Then were 
laid in their last cold resting-place the remains of one who was 
admir d, revered, and beloved by all who were privileged to know 
him—t!e active, inventive, and adventurous man of business, the 
‘warm ond trusty friend, the kind and generous master, the upright 
citizen, the tender husband, the loving father. Then the long cortége 
‘wound through the silent streets lined by thousands hushed in deep 
sorrow at the remembrance of how short a time had elapsed since the 
uncon: cicus tenant of that bier had walked among them in all the 
pride cf health and strength; had been the life and soul of schemes 
for benefiting the town where he first drew breath and which he loved 
80 well; had been a cynosure to the aged and an example to the young 
of what my be accomplished by energy, industry, and probity; but 
who in his elevation was still the same simpleminded and unos- 
tentatious British Worthy, whom honours could not dazzle, whom 
prosperity could not pe A gulf of time—for what an immensity 
of change may take plac? in two years!—yawns between the 
lugubricus pageant of 1860 and the joyous, albeit temperate, 
festival cf 1862; but that gulf has been bridged over by the 
affect onate remembrance in which the departed has never to 
be leld. Time is good to us all; time assuages the bitterness of 
death ard shecs a softened radiance of resignation over the cypress 
which shadows the grave. Time teaches us that a bereavement, 
however irreparable to the bereaved, may be eventually productive of 
conzol:tion wien the unfeigned admiration and respect of his con- 
temporaries can find their utterance in the erection of a noble and 
enduring monument! The wise King tells us that “there is a time 
to weep and a time to laugh; a time to mourn and a time to dance;”’ 
and Jicston, which manifested the intensity and sincerity of its 
afflicticn when the intelligence of the appalling loss of Mr. Ingram 
and his son was made known, was not behindhand on Monday last in 
the exhibition of a cheerfulness and enthusiasm appropriate to the 
occasion of the inauguration of the statue erected to his memory.

The attention is frequently arrested by a showy object 
which for the moment seems beautiful, but investigation leads to dis- 
appointment; for scrutiny only discovers that which is false and 
uncomely, and thus the first impression fades and is superseded by a 
less favourable opinion of the work. The reverse is very frequently 
the case with objects of small pretensions, for these often become, in 
the estimation of the beholder, better and better as they are viewed, 


| for an acquaintance with them shows that they are just, and true, and 


appropriate. For our own part, we like to see an object which is 
retiring in character rather than obtrusive, and comparatively 
unattractive rather than showy; and such qualities impress us 
favourably and lead to the formation of a more exalted opinion of 
its merits. Humility calls forth respect in the case of an indi- 


| vidual, and retiring qualities in things awaken feelings of admiration. 


While these «tutements are generally true, it must yet be re- 
membered that all things are not to be equally retiring, and that

MEDIZVAL CLARET-JUG EXHIBITED BY MESSRS. 
HARDMAN, OF KING WILLIAM-STREET, STRAND. 


We are beginning, thanks to the taste of the Prince Consort, to art 
unions, and to the education so carefully disseminated by schools of 
design, fully to understand beauty of form; and with this improved 
knowledge and taste has sprung up a love for medisvalism, and for 
those articles produced in the middle ages which are beautiful in 
their quaint shape and decoration. Amongst those who have set 
themselves to carry forward this taste, Messrs. Hardman, of King 
William-strect, have been very prominent and very successful in their 
roductions, all of which are distingui by an 
intention and carefulness of finish which are very praiseworthy. 
this week engrave one of their productions, as exhibited at the 
International Building. It is a claret-jug of very rich a) », of 
silver partly gilt and entirely of hammered work engraving, 
no part ing machine-stamped. The ornament of plants 
runs up to a flower, the centre of which bears a carbuncle, the 
rich glow of the gem corresponding very well with the giltwork, 
and which will also have a very good effect when the jug be on 
the table contrasted with other vessels of f or frosted or polished 
silver. On the cover is also a cluster of carbuncles. Our readers 
will perceive that the shape is purely mediwval ; and, although our 
Engraving cannot give any adequate idea of the richness of colour 
produced by the jewels and giltwork, yet it will sufficiently portray 
the beautiful form of the jug. The design of this, as well as of al! 
other articles exhibited by Messrs. Hardman, is by Mr. J. H. Powell, 
who is evidently a master of that peculiar class of design 
minutest details. His designs are worked out under his immediate 
superintendence, 








AXMINSTER CARPET BY LAPWORTH BROTHERS. 
ConsIDERED in relation to design, the Indian carpets surpass oll 
others in beauty, and in colour they are almost inimitable. The 
patterns are usually formed of simple arranged in a geometrical 
manner, and not unfrequently of flowers ornamentally treated and 
rendered appropriate to their position. The carpet before us is not 
Indian, yet it is Indian in character, and has many of the excellences 
of the works from a consideration of which it sprung. It is 
simple, yet not of impoverished appearance; is of a geometrical 
character, yet has not rigid geometrical forms, but shapes made out 
by ornamental or foliaceous parts; and in the border, as well as the 
centre, we have a small ornamental composition repeated upon a plan 
made manifest by the starlike ornaments. The general ground of this 
carpet is red, of the corner pink, and of the border maroon; but 
into the ornament are introduced greens, yellows, and blues, which 
combine with the ground colours to sueband a harmonious effect. 
This carpet, which is a real Axminster, is of deep interest in 
showing the manner in which the art of the Indians may be success- 
fully applied to our own manufactures, and leads us to see that a con- 
sideration of the beautiful works of this people is not useless, but is 
calculated to administer to our wants; and we shall do well to strive 
to cultivate a spirit of appreciation for the works of nations which— 
however humiliating it may be to say it—are much further advanced 
in a knowledge of ornamental art than we ourselves are, for by so 
doing we shall administer to our own advancement. Messrs. 
Lapworth Brothers have long been known as students of the magni- 
ficent carpets of India, and now we find them giving back to the 
world the knowledge which they have derived from the considera- 
tion of such works. 








CARPET BY WATSON, BONTOR, AND CO. 


ENTERING the International Exhibition under the eastern dome and 
proceeding up the staircase to the left we pass through a door, or 
archway, over which hangs a large square carpet by Messrs. Watson 
and Bontor, the field pattern of which we engrave on account of its 
merits. The ground is maroon, and the ornament is in two reds, 
with the exception of the little circular masses, which are in dark 
green, margined with strong yellow. In many respects this filling is 
what a carpet should be: it is rich and full in colour, yet low in tone 
and unobtrusive, is founded upon a geometric basis, which is very 
desirable, and accents the regularity of the pattern by prominent 
spots; these, torether with its simplicity, are qualities to be highly 
commended in an article which is only to form a pleasing background 
to the furniture and occupants of a room; and we think that Messrs. 
Watson, Bontor, and Co. would do well to weave this field pattern as 
a Brussels carpet, especially if the orange outline of the flowers be 
slightly lowered in tone. 








CARPET BY WOODWARD BROTHERS AND CO. 


Tue carpet which we engrave will be found on the east side of a 
compartment under the gallery in class 30, and is an excellent 
illustration of a true treatment of a floor-covering. In gener 
setting-out this carpet is good, and, as engraved, the border bears 
a very just relation to the centre and to the size of the whole, and the 
various parts of the border are of such widths as agreeably combine ;

THE WATER-COLOUR DRAWINGS IN THE

Mystical originality, or excess of a, can very rarely be 
brought to the charge of our painters; but in the mind of Blake the 
imaginative faculty so greatly prepondorated that the incoherent 
visions of fancy had to him more reality than the actualities of life. 
He imagined he was visited by Homer and Moses, Pindar and 
Virgil, Milton and Dante. These unearthly visitants uently 
sat to him, and he has left many portraits of them. e was 
a musician and poet as well as painter and engraver, and some of his 
poetical effusions have great merit. As he irew a design he meditated 
the lines which were to accompany it; and the music to which the 
verse was to be sung was improvised at the same time. The story 
of his life with his “beloved Kate,’’ and his tranquil death, as 
related by Allan Cunningham, is one of the most touching imaginable. 
Blake never, however, thoroughly mastered the language and 
grammar of art, form, and colour, without which the finest imagina- 
tion can only give expression to stammering half-truths and com- 
paratively unmeaning grimace. The series of ‘‘ Joseph and his 
Brethren’’ (965—967) here are mannered, poor, and tame; and the 
more elaborate ‘‘ Canterbury a. ’ (968) was a subject ontirel 
unsuited to the “‘ gentle visionary Blake,’’ as Hayley called him. i 
required a robust, realistic painter to represent the varied and pic- 
turesque life of Chaucer's wanton Wife of Bath and her jolly 
companions. Blake trics to be merry and wicked, but is 
either gross or dry and ascetic. There is no humour, but much 
false character and caricature. There are many disproportions and 
much bad drawing. The horses’ heads are more human than 
(as pointed out by Sir Charles Bell) those of Julio Romano. Neverthe- 
less, for a modern picture, it is very curious. It has the hardness of 
Albert Durer, with here and there a glimmer of Pernginesque sweet- 
ness; and, withal, in parts a certain austere though entirely inap- 
propriate grandcur. Charles Lamb thought this picture ‘‘ wonderfui 
for power and spirit, but hard and dry, yet with e.”” It is 
executed in a peculiar glutinous tempera, the same, Blake believed, 
as employed by Michael Angelo and Raphael. He had a horror of 
chiaroscuro and Venetian and Flemish colouring. Titian, Rubens, 
Correggio, and such painters, were ‘“‘demons”’ sent on earth to cor- 
rupt the purity of the ‘“‘sharp, wiry outline.’”’ A violent con- 
troversy arose respecting whether this picture was the original 
invention or Stothard’s far more famous one of the same subject, 
painted at the same time, the water-colour sketch of which is in 
this room (848), and the original (172) in the principal ery. 
Blake accused Stothard of obtaining knowledge of his design through 
Cromek, the publisher, who, he declared, had givon him, and 
not Stothard, the first commission for the picture. This Cromek 
positively denied, and Stothard asserted that Blake visited him during 
the early progress of the picture and praised it so warmly that in his 
gratification he proposed to introduce Blake’s portrait in the pro- 
cession. As Stothard’s veracity is certainly as little to be doubted as 
Blake’s, we can but suppose, although a sad proof of insanity, that 
the latter was the unconscious plagiarist, making the su ions of 
his friend’s picture his own, and.with them appropriating the circum- 
stances of its commission. Blake's best works are his ‘‘ Inventions for 
Job,’’ the “‘ Illustrationsto Blair’s Grave,’’ and the ‘‘ Songs of Innocence 
and Experience.’’ With much inequality and incoherency there are 
fine thoughts and startling _—_ conveyed with congiling of the 
grandeur of Michael Angelo, in the two former, and in the last many 
sweet and unearthly fancies. 

We naturally turn from Blake’s to Stothard’s (1757—1834) ‘‘ Canter- 
bury Pilgrimage ;’’ but, popular as the engraving has been, we find 
both water-colour study and picture disappointing. The drawing has not 
the horny heaviness of the oil painting, and both are greatly superior 
in the first requirements of art to the version by Blake Fw it cannot 
be considered that Stothard has given us an adequate illustration of 
the personages of Chaucer’s tales. It lacks the racy naturalness and 
the contrasted character of the original. Raphaelesque grace is claimed 
for Stothard, but it seems to us of a much lower order and more 
nearly allied to conventional prettiness. He studied the figure, as 
some small drawings from ‘the life’’ preserved in the library of the 
Royal Academy prove; but in his larger works, where bad drawing 
becomes more evident, there are many palpable Sree. 
Stothard painted many sketchy oil pictures, but he is and will be 
known chiefly as a book illustrator. For this he was eminently 
qualified; he had t facility and nimble invention, and the art 
of making even a little go far and often.

GLASS FOR HOUSEHOLD PURPOSES IN THE 
INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 
(SECOND NOTICE.) 

Ty our former article upon the subject which we now resume, we 
made special reference to the true mode of forming objects of glass, 
and examined into those features which should be distinctive of articles 
wrought of this material; yet we did not exhaust the subject or even 
enter into all those eencidaneiians which are of primary importance 
in determining the form of the bottle in its various modifications—as 
the decanter, claret-jug, and ewer; hence we must now revert to the 
subject by inquiring into the nature of such an article. 

A bottle may be regarded as a capacity or reservoir, and a double 
funnel or inlet and outlet, oras an o —_ adapted for preserving a fluid 
which it has to contain and for rendering the decantjng of the fluid, 
as well as the charging of the vessel, a simple and easy work; and that 
bottle alone fully answers the end of its formation which complies 
with such requirements. 

A bulb or bubble of glass, slightly attenuated, or drawn out into 
a neck which is divergent at its orifice, is all that is necessary in 
order that a bottle be formed which may be said to answer all 
necessary conditions. Thus the Florence oil-flask will serve as a 
good example of what a bottle in its most simple form should be, 
as well as an illustration of a shape resulting from a consistent 
mode of working glass which we dwelt upon in our former article ; 

but, if such simplicity of structure is adopted, the bottle will not 
stand without support; hence the necessity arises for applying legs, 
or a supporting frame of some other material, or of so modifying 
the form as to render it capable of standing. A pair of very 
elegant decanters, which may be regarded as mere refinements upon 
the flask form, or rather modifications of it, in which the lower

and G. Phillips, Dobson and Pearce, Storey and Son, Sharpus and 
Cullum, Naylor and Co., and James Green each exhibit beautiful and 
well-treated works which are in every way happy illustrations of a true 
treatment of glass. In many of the works of Vo d, however, there 
isa tendency towards excessive work and complexity, which militates 
against beauty. Dobson and Pearce have in several instances attempted 
far too much, and -have thus produced costly works which are onl 
valuable as feats of the engraver’s power; and Powell has enrich: 
his glass chiefly with natural sprays of mosses and ferns, which are 
without order, and have but little merit; but, while Powell’s works 
are, in this , bad, a few by bee and Son are infinitely worse, 
as they are neither natural nor utiful. It is difficult to imagine 
how any firm could turn out works so utterly devoid of all merit as 
these, while they also manufacture and exhibit articles of great purity 
and beauty, both of enrichment and form.

W. FORBES MACKENZIE, ESQ. 

William Forbes Mackenzie, Esq., of Portmore, in the county of Peebles, 
J.P., D.L., and Convenor of that county, who died suddenly on the 25th ult. 
at Glen, while on a visit to Charles Tennant, Esq., was the representative 
of a branch of Mackenzies of Gairloch, and was the eldest son of Colin 

, Esq., of Portmore, by his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir William 
Forbes, Bart., of Pitsligo. He was born in April, 1807, and was educated at 
Brasenose College, Oxford. He succeeded his father in September, 1830. He 
was to Parliament for Peeblechire in 1837, and retained his seat for 
that county till the general election of 1852, when he was succeeded by his 
brother-in-law, Sir Graham Montgomery, Bart. Mr. Mackenzie had been in 
1845 a Lord of the Treasury, and was in 1852 a joint Secretary of the Treasury, 
and, himself as a candidate for Liverpool, was returned, but was 
unseated on petition.
